I contefle this Fiſhing is a buſineſſe Lhave long taken into 
Conſideration , my Lord of Nerthamprey, if he were now living, 
were able to witneſſe how much it was ſolicited and delired by 
me, and nd lefſe wiſhed and laboured by his Lordſhip. I cauſed 


one Gentleman, a Mariner by profeſſion, but endued 
with ts then your ordinary mariners, and much praQti- 
fed in the Northern Fiſhing, to deflicate a book to tis Lordſhip, 
which gave particular notice of the Hollanders proceedings 1n 
their Buſſes and Pincks, and what we ſhould doe inthe jmitarion 
of rhem. Bur by the Death firſt of my Lord it reſted unfollowed, 
( for ſome relpects though not unthought on by me, uncill the 
Richmoxd revived it , and imporinned me once 
more to ir. His Death in like manner made it lye dead, untill his 
Majeſty of late, out of his Princely. care to the good of his 
loving SubjeRts, the Renown of his Kingdoms, and deſire of the 
Uniry and equal Benefit of his two Realms of England and Scor- 
land, gave it life again, taking more then an ordinary Care for 
effecting ir, well beſeeming ſo bleſſed and benign a Prince.

Every one of theſe Veſſels dire&s his courſe to find out the 
Shoal of- Herrings; like the Hound thar purſues the Herd of 
Deer in hunting, | 


When they have laden their Buffes, which'is ſooner or later, 
as they can - find-the ftore of Herrings , they preſently repur 
home tor Holand, and leave their Herrings on ſhore to be re- 
packed, and from- thence immediately to be ſent to the Sound, 
where they are received for great Dainties. 


The Buſſes having thus disburthened themſelves in Holland, 
are once more vicualled and furniſh'd with Salt and Caske, and 
repair to Sea to look out the Shoal they had formerly left ; and 
then finding them and filling their Buſſes once again, they 
doe as they did before, return into Holand. 


Not ceaſing thus, the third time they repair to the Shoal as 
aforeſaid : and in theſe three Fiſhings , computing with the

matter of great conſequence and gain to bring the fixſt Her- 
r»ngs into the Soxnd.

Fame withall, in inabbng them ro- maintain their 
Warres. again fo.gceat and porene. an Enemy as the King of 
Spawn, whom: they, wilknes acknawledge. - 


L ſpcaknor this:with: an. intention. eo. have their: Pawer lef- 
ſened, but ro ſhewthe: great, Advantages. we. lafe in nor fiſhing 
with them, there being Fiſh, enqugh tor them. and us, 


And if all theſe Benefits, accrew ta them, aod. nothing. bur 
ſhame to us, let us ſearch into the Cauſe thereof, and ſeck to 
amend it , let us follow, their Examyle, wich is better. then a 
$haolmaſter to teach us. Nottung is our bane bur Idtenefle, 
which ingendreth Ignorance, and Ignorance Error., all which 
we may be taxed 'with. Nothing is fo eaſy ip it , "m_ =» 
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Noarhfull man it will prove difficult, if it be done unwitiingly. 


There are but two things required to this work, that is ro 
ay, a w-ll to undergoeir, an4 money to goe through with it, 
which being had, we will plead Charity to begin with our ſelves, 
before we yield it to our Neighbours: and then it will 'foon 
appear that this buſineſſe may be effe&ed by us with more Bo- 
netit, more- Strength, more Renown, more Happinefle, and 
leſſe Expence, then the Hollanders have or can goe throughit 
withall, Time is the mother of Experience ; and you ſhall find 
that time may cure our Carcleſneſſe paſt, that Reaſon could 
not hitherto doe. | 


The Inſtruments with which the Hollanders work, are rhree 
Veſſzls of ſeveral kinds, as I have declared , not produced out 
of their own Countrey, for that yields nothing ro farther ir 
but their own pains and labour. Their Wood , Timber and 
Plancks they fetch out of divers other places, And yet are theſe 
of no more ayaile 'to undertake their Fiſhing and Naviganion, 
then Weapons are without hands to fighr. For their Iron, Hemp, 
Cordage, Hops, Barrell, Boards, Mault and Bread, they are be- 
holden to other Countreys, who, if upon any difference they 
prohibit their tranſportation, the D#tch are to ſeek a new crade, 
tor their State acly ſink-th. | 


Upon comparing theſe Caſualties and Inconveniences with 
ours, you ſhall diſcern the advantage and benefit God hath given 
us more thenthem ; for as to the Materials formerly mentioned 
thar goe to this Shipping, England yields moſt of them, and in 
lierle time the Earth may be made to produce them in abundance, 
fo that we ſhall not need to ſtand tothe Courteſie of Neigh- 
bours, or to venture the hazard of the Sea in ferching them. 


Whereas all manner of people, of what degree ſoever, have 
commonly an adventure, according to thgir abilities, in this 
Fiſhing of Holland, and that the = Exception amongſt our 
ſelves 1s want of money to undertake it , you ſhall underſtand 
God ard Nature have ſo provided for us, F on I will _—_—_— 
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ſwerithe objetion of Money, and throw it wholly upon' the 
Slugg] e andill diſpoſition of our people, who if they will . 
take away the occaſion of this impucation, they may take away 
the offence due to it, 4nd by which we are ſcandaliz'd. 


The ObjeRtion of lack of Money to ſer on foot this work 
would ſeem ridiculous to Strangers, that behold rhe Wealth and 
Glory of this Kingdome, with the ſumptuous Buildmgs, the 
coſtly inſides of Houſes, the maſſe of Plate to deck them, the 
daily Hoſpitality, the number of Seryants kept to the honour of 

ers, and the charitable Alme&$ diſtributed out of mens fu. 
perfluities ; and to deſcend ro more —_— when they be- 
hold the bravery of Apparel vainly ſpent, the rich and curious 
Jewels to adorntheir bodies withall, and the needleſſe expences 
yearly waſted , they will conclude, it cannot be Fart , but 
want of ill that is the impediment. But leaving theſe obſer- 
vations, let me tell you, there is never a Lord, Knight, Gentle- 
man, nor Yeoman of any accompt in England, bur, it be want 
Money, is able to furniſh either Timber, Iron, Wheat, Maulr, 
Beef, Pork, Bacon, Peaſe, Butter, Cheeſe, or home-fpun Cloath 
out of their wool; all which ſhould be received from them at 
a reaſonable rate, and the value allowed them in the adven- 
ture. 


No man owneth or hireth Land, but he may as well plant 
Hemp, to make Lines, Nets and Cordage, ſeeing the Laws of 
the Kingdome command it, as any other Grain , which Hemp 
may be ſpun by his Neighbours and Tenants, and ſo all 
people ſer on work: then what need have we of Money, bur 
for the building of the Veſſels? for you ſee with what eaſe 
every thing elſe is compaſſed. 


Before theſe Buſſes ſhould dire& their Courſe to Scherland, 
tO be there welcomed by the Hollayders in their own Houſes, 
I would firſt take a view of all the Harbours and Creeks capable 
of Buſſes in bis Aſajeſties Kingdoms of England and Scotland, 
and there deſign ſuch proviſion for the — of Fiſhing as 
ſhall be requiiite. If the Hollayders bave uſually made one 

D thouſand 
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chouſand pounds in four monerbs, by three Fiſhings, we 'ſhall 
be able ſure to exceed ir in che courſe following. 21TH 


I will ſuppoſe our Buſles to be at Braſſe Somnd in Schetland 
ready the 24® of 7«e to put to ſea, in purſuit and chace of the 
Herring-Shoals , 1 will ſuppoſe likewiſe that the one and rhe 
other have filled their Veſſels, the Hollandeys ready on their 
= to Holland to unlade and to return again, as I have ſaid 
before. 


If you compute their diffance , and loſſe of time in 400. 
Leagues running forwards and backwards, though the winde 
favour them both waies, you ſhall ſee a great difference of 
Gain betwixt us and them , for we ſhall not need to run many 
Leagues, perhaps not ten,e*re we make our next Harbour, where 
proviſion ſhall be made of ViRuals, Salt and Caske, and our 
Buſſes pur their Herrings a-ſhore to be repacked again, that 
with all ſpeed they may haſten to ſea again in purſut of the 
Shoal , and the Herrings being repacked are immediately ſent 
to the Sond to take the firſt Market : all which will be eleRted 
before the Hollanders can be at home with their Herrings , and 
yet after they are arrived in Holland, they are to faile very near 
as great a way to the Soxud as we ſhall from E ___ or $cot- 
laxd. There needs no argument to prove the truth hereof, ſeeing 
a Map will demonſtrateit, 


But it may be anſwered, that the Yagers formerly ſpoken of, 
that truck with the Buſſes for Herrings, will ſooner be at the 
Soxnd then we,and make benefit by the fore-ſelling of their Fiſh. 
To give you ſatisfaQtion therein, I pray conceive, our Buſſes are 
in Harbour within three hours after they have fiſhed, and ſub.. 
je& to no foul weather to hurt them , they have a convenience 
to mend and dry their Nets , they unlade rheir Herrings and 
lade their Salt, Caske and Vietuals, without interruption, and fo 
Soe to fea again ſpeedily : whereas the Yagers muſt wait their 
nime for fair weather and a ſmooth ſea to change their Salr 
Victuals and Caske for Herrinps , they muſt watch their time 
and fit weather to mend aty detects in their Nets and Buſſes, or 


for 
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for drying them, Thus you ſee all Caſualties conſidered, our 
Arrival at the Soxnd is more certain, for the Reaſons before 
expreſſed. 


But there never was any buſineſle (0 eaſy to be accompliſhed 
but ſhil found ſome objettion or oppoſition, till it was made 
plain and apparent 2s well to the doubters as beholders : for 
moſt men-'are guided by opinion rather then by Judgement. 
And ſo fares it with this hopeful and beneficial Work , for ſome 
{till frame Reaſons and umpediments to diſcourage it, but 
time will determine the doubc, and clear the miſtaking, 


There are three Arguments, or rather Errors, that poſſeſſe 

peoples mindes with the difficultie of our Fiſhing , which I do 
 no>mean to convince” with bare words, but with infallible de- 
monſtration , for Ihad better offend in telling truth, then pleaſe 
by feigned falſhood. 


The firſt Exception is, Our taking Fiſh with en Charge 
then the Hollanders, by means whereof they will overwork us. 


The ſecond is, That they will doe the ſame in the Vent and 
ſale thereof, by their long praftice in that trade. 


And the third is, The fear of fraud and deceit amongſt our 
ſelves, as in the Preſident of the Zaſt-Indies , Virginia, and 
other Companies lately erected. 


But truth hath no ghoſtly Father to abſolve her, Reaſon ſhall 
make her ſpeak. 


For the firſt ObjeRtion, of our taking Fiſh with more Charge 
then Helfaxd';, you muſt know, that rhe Charge belonging to a 
Filling-veſſel is her Hull, Tackling, Nets, Salr,Caske and ViQu- 
als, the number of Men, and thar Wapes. 


Butrer and Cheeſe excepted, there are none of the reſt of the 
materials growing in Holland, and moſt of them afforded in 
D2 Envland, 
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England, Scctland,or Ireland, by reaſon whereof England may 
afford them berter cheap then Holland. 


The Viauals uſed at Sea are Bread, Beer, Fleſh and Fiſh, 
Butter, Cheeſe, and Peaſe. For Fiſh'we may value ir at an equal 
rate, becauſe it coſts neither of us any more then the taking, 
And as Fleſh is more ns then the reſt, fo ſhall ic coſt us 
lefſe then them, and indeed little or nothing : for it is to be 
conſidered, that a far Beef in the Iſlands of tbe Hebrides is ſold 
for leſſc then twenty ſhillings, the hide and rallow whereof 
in Exglaxd will give ten ſhillings, the other ten ſhillings will be 
wiki carrying wine, ſtrong-waters, and other Commodities 
deſired by the people of that Country , for every ten ſlullings 
{o imployed doubleth the adventure, as namely in Aqua vite 
ten ſhillings beſtowedin England will yield more then the Gar- 
cafſe of a Cow. 


For Bread, Beer, Butter, Cheeſe, and Peaſe, Exg/and affords 
them better cheap then Holland : hirit, in reſpe&t os row in 
Evgland in greater plenty then in Helland , ſecondly, they pay 
Exciſe in Holland, and not in England; and thirdly, no man 
but knows the difference berween the feeding of the Hollanders 
and the Englife, and that one Hollander eats more then one and 
a halt ot our Exgliſs-men art Sea, 


"Both the one and the other carries an <quall proportion of 
men, and their Waxes are upon an evenrate ; but herein we 
ſhall overwork them for the reaſons following. 


© Ina Buſſe of fifteenor ſixteen men, the meaneſt whereof hath 
20* the month amongſt the Hollanders, we will ceaſe the Charge 
of cight in ſxteen, viz. we will carry buc cight men ro the 
pace where we Fiſh, and we will have eight more for leſfe then 

alf the wages we givethe reſt ; and ſoina year we ſhall ſave 
in every Buſſe eight and fourry pounds , by means whereof we 
ſhall goe cheaper then the Hellanders by nine thouſand and fix 
bundred pounds in our two hundred Buſſes : and moreover, in 
Wages and Victual for our eight men we ſhall leave behind us, 
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as aforeſaid, 'we ſhall ſave as much in Vieuals and Wages, ſo 
much as in the whole will amount unco\ cight thouſand fix tame 
dred pounds. 


And whereas it is conceived that the Holanders will tranſport 
their Fiſh at leſſe Charge then we, I ſhall make appear to,the 
contrary. For their Yagers which attend ſome of their Bulles, 
ro carrie their Herrings to the firſt Market, as I have ſaid, their 
Herrings are not repacked, bur they are allowed more then rwo 
Barrels in each Laſt to-make upthe tale, by means whereof 
they pay two Barrells fraight in every Laſt of Herrings more 
then we that have the ſhore to repack , ſo that 200. Buſles will 
yield us 5000". more gain then:the Hollanders. 


Whereas every Fiſhing-veſſel in Ho{and contributes to 20. 
or 30. mengf warr, to defend them from the Dankirkers ; our 
Peace doth eaſe us of that expence. And this ſhall ſuffice in 
anſwer to the firſt, as ro the compariſon between the Hollanders 
and usin taking our Fiſh. 


The ſecond point to prove is, That we ſhall yend our Fiſh at as 
eaſy'rates as the Hollanders. This your own Experience mult 
needs reach you : for inthe Sound, where the greateſt quantity 
of Herrings 1s uttered, as I have before ſhewed, neceſlity will 
compell thoſe Countries to take them off, and it is nottheir 
affection ro the Hollayders above us that will make them refuſe 
ours, to accept of theirs. 


And then conſequently, ours will be better ſold, in that we 
ſhall ſerve the Market betore them, by the means and reaſors 
atorefaid. | 


And if we goe' farther from home, as to ' Spain or the 
Streights, you mult underſtand that the Hollanders Ships goe 
wich tewer men then ours, by reaſon of the flight building and 
tackling of their Ships in compariſon of ours : and as there 1s 20. 
men in 40. difference in the failing of our Ships, ſo there is in 
the ſtrength ofthem ; wherefore the Merchant had beter, for 
D 3 the 
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the ſalecy-of, his goods, give fifty- (billings fraight to us then 

thagty; ANAgRD The Fdeander, (ar his goods ſhall be bercer 
from Piratesby our fourty men then their twenty , and 

the Hollander loſes many a Ship tor want of men to manage 


them, whereas ours baving more men will be the berter tocured.

The E£»g7:/ will double a ler-ſhoar , wheo the other will be

As the Engli/o goe in eewger ſecurity then the Hollander, (o 
ſhall the Merchant fave by not aſſuring rhe yalue of the diffe- 
rence in Fraight: which I conld co and prove, burtiris 
r00 tedious, Moreover the Engliſh having the abſolute car- 
riage of all the Fiſhraken by them, as the laws of the Realm 
do warrant, our Ships ſhall never want umployment, nor have 
any cauſe to look out for Fraights; by reaton whereof a Ship of 
250. tunn may goe cheaper by 200", then uſually they have 
done. And thus much for our Forein trade. | | 


Now let us return tothe vending our Fiſh in the Kingdom 
of England and Wales. If the Proclamation for — the 
daies tor Fiſh be duly kept, it will be one means to yend our 
Fiſh, and ercourage others to adventure in Fiſhing , ſo there 
be a prohibition, as cthere is in Holland, that no Fiſh be broughr 


into any of his Aſajefties Kingdomes but by his own Subjets. 
[ It would not ſrem a thing uwreaſonable, ro enjoyn every 


able 
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adle Yeoman and Farmer in the Kingdome to alrindeany? 
Fiſh for their own ſpending, coflideritg / they Tave the va 
thereof in other Vicuals, and thar ir is no other then the Fiſher- 
men will doe to them, to take off their Wheat, Malt, Butter and 
Cheeſe, for their food at Sea. The Farmer by this means ſhall 
never be unprovided of Fiſh to obſerveſthe daies commanded by 
his ACajeſty without ſending to the Market , as otherwiſe he 
will be compelled ro doe, © 


The Farmer will find by _ that it will be as cheap a 
food as any other he can feed upon, and give better delight ro 
the taſt then any ' other Vicuals of that value, according as it 
may be in ſeveral manners dreſled. 


The Labouring-man which works with che Farmer, takes of 
him his Butter and Cheeſe, for every poor mans caſe is nor ſuch 
as to keepa Cow : and ſuch Labourers will be as willing to rake 
Fiſh of him asany other Vitals, if he be willing to ſpare it. 


There are few Farmers bur ſpend the quantity of a Barrel! of 
Fiſh yearly ; and he that doth fo ſhall ſave 20. in the hundred 
by buying a Barrell rogerher rather then by recaile. 


And that the Country may be better ſerved with Fiſh and 
other Commodinies then they have been, we will make ſeveral 
ſtaples of Salt, Coals and other Commodities wanted by the 
Countries, where Boats may paſſe upon Rivers. As namely, 
Middleſex, part of Hartfordſtire, Surrey, Buckinghamſhire , 
Berk ſhire and Oxfordſvire may be ferved by the River of 
Thames : Eſſex may ſerve it ſelf, part of Hartford/bjre and 
part of Sxffolk : Norfolk, will ferve Cambridgeſvire , part of 
Suffolk, Bedfordſbire, Huntingtonſbire, Northamptonſhire , and 
a {taple there made will ſerve arwickſvire;, for from thence 
there goe Carts empty to fetch Coals , which may furniſh the 
Shire with litrle Charge : Lizcolnſdire will furniſh 1t ſelf, Not- 
tinghamſbire, part of Ratlandſvire and Darbyſvire, wihither the 
Carrs goe empty for Coals out of Lincol/nſoire : Tork ſhire will 
furnifh it ſelf, partof Nottinghamſbire, part. of Rutlandfire and 
| Darbyfhire 
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Derbyſhire by the Trext : Camb:riandand Weſtmorland will (ur- 
niſh Donde both by the Welt and Eaſt Sea.. - | 


Let us leap over the Land to the Weſtern Sea, where Cheſter 
and Laxcaſoire will furniſh themſelves, part of Shropftire, Wor- 
ceſter ſhire, Stafford/hire;And the North part' of Wales, 


That fide of the Sea will furniſh ales till you come to Severy: 
the North ſide whereof will ſerve Pembrokeſnire, Carmarthen- 
ſeire , Glamorganſtire , Monmontbſbire ; and the South- part 
thereof will ſerve part of Cornwall, Devonſhire and Sommer ſet- 
feire , and the River of Severn Glouceſterſhire and pwiltſhire. 


The South Sea of England will furniſh Cornwall, Devonſhire, 
Sommerſet, Dorſet, Hampſhire, and part of wiltſhire, Suſſex, 
Kent, and part of Surrey. 


Thus is England and Wales circuited. Then conſideration is to 
be had of the meeteſt places for ereRing Staples, to utter the 
Commodities brought them, and to be received from them, 


If at any time Corn fails the Countries, we will hereafrer ſup- 
ply them ara reaſonable rate by our trade with Dantzick, and 
if plenty warrant it by the Stature, we will take it off theic 
hands : ſo that they ſhall have no cauſe to complain either of 
Dearth or Abundance. 


We will provide that no Rogue nor Vagabond ſhall trouble 
them, nor = poor of their Pariſh charge them, for all ſuch 
people ſhall be ſet on work by us : then willthe Contributions 
£0 the houſes of Corre&ion be needleſs, which will caſe their 
Pariſhes more then the value of many a Barrell of Herrings 
they ſhall take of us comes to, 


When our Staples ſhall be ereRedin the Countries,as afore- 
faid, out of them we will furniſh every pariſh in the Kingdom 
with Hemp by weight, to ſettheir people on work, and receive 
it again by weight, allowing every one_ ſuch. a rate for their 


work 
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work as they nay well live thereon: no-boy 'or- girls of ſeven 
years of age, no man or woman how lame of leggys loever, bur 
ſhall be able ro"ger their livings, no perſon ſo blind: bur ma 
live without Almes, forbeſides their making of Nets, and fack 
work as goeth rhereunto, we . will ſer up the arade: of mak 
Cables, ard all manner of Ropes, as well ro vend abroad;.as to 
ſurniſhthe Kingdome at home, as alſo Poledaves for Sailes, and 
not be bcholding to France-for them. . c 


Whereas there are many Yeomen and Farmers which have 
many Sonsthat put them to great care how to. provide for them 
our of their mean eſtates, this Fiſhing will cake off all ſuch 
youths, 'make them capable to get their hvings, and caſe their 
Parents of their Care and Charge. 


All theſe Reaſons conſidered, it is apparent that the Farmers 
and people of the inland Countries, who hetherto have nor

Now to return once more to the Fiſ6;ng where we left the 
Buflcs Summer, to provide againſt rhe firft of December, 
co repair tothe Iſland of Zewss , where until the beginning of 
Febrnary they ſball rake the beſt Herrings of all, in Longhs 
and Creeks, as I have before declared: abour the firſt of Aſarch 
we ſhall deparc from thence t6 rhe Tfland of Roaxe, ſome for.y 
miles from Lewss, from whence there rans.a Bank 160. miles 
in fength, as far as Tilley-head in Ireland , which Bank afforderh 
the beſt Cod and Ling of any part of the Seas. 


Berwixt the firſt of Afarch, as T ſaid, and the twentieth of 
7 ne, the time that I aſlign for repair to Braſſe' Soxnd in Scher- 
land, 1 make acount they will fill their Buſſes 3. times with 
Cod and Ling , and leave them ar the Ifland of Lew, be- 
cauſe there is never a Harbour in Roaxe;, from whence th 
- ſhall be ferched by other Veſſels, which ſhall bring Salt-and 
ther neceſſaries for the1fland and Fiſhing. The 20® of Fx: 
once approaching, the Bufſes are ro repair to Braſſe Sound, as 
inthe year before, and proſecute the Fiſh-and Herrivgs, till 
they arrive at Tarmonth. And if they then pleaſe to take an 
account of the year ſpent, irc will r that one Buſſe im- 
ployed by us, as I have projeRted, will be of mach -more value 
ro us, then any one to the Holandeys ,, and we ſhall learn the 
way how his Aſajeſties Dominions may flouriſh, nor for a little 
while, bur for ever. | x 


Now will I ſtand over for the Iſlands of Orkyey and Sebctland, 
which need no- other defcriprion, bur har itzs pity ſo, good,
